However, it ia hardly worth while to bandy 
complimenta with the Minister for Land* and 
Work,. He has hi, vocation ; we have oura. 

With res peel to his scheme, at present, are 
have not hcird a tingle pcrnon unrc-nncctod with 
the Onremrnent advocate it. Whatever historical 
kno-wledjns Mr. RnBEmTsost may potseaa in 
reference It, the eolony of New South Wale*, 
we venture to think that he will not go beyond 
our tench- Having devoted many year, lo the 
minute summation of all iti early iramiaeb'oni, 
wo are not very likely to be mi* 
txtken. What was the around upon 
whieh tbe Ckivernntrnt of Mwmniit 
guaranteed to the nrowerp of torn 10s. per 
huiihel for a eertaita portioh ? What watt the 
reason alleged for ii, but that unless thi* price 
were secured to them they would not culbnte 
carnr The quantity no far surpassed the 
necessities of the people that the price 
realised from dealer* was ruinous to the 
agriculturist. Such wat the early complaint. It 
often happened, however.that i¥om flood, or other 
causes lite farms of the Hawkettniry were de- 
nuded, and tho, it occasionally happened that 
hreadtituoTti roae to an enurmouc price. It was 
un artificial method of aeeuriftg the growth of 
corn, and prerenting its oceuionnl scarcity 
whieh induced llie ttovemmeiit to interfere. Il" 
Mr, it.-MEu ki..i desires same light upon tbia 
eubjeet he can refer, among other work* to that 
of Mr. Wustwouia. published about forty 
year* ago. 

Mr. KriBERTsuN'a land scheme ha* met with 
universal reprobation. If we eieepl tie morabers 
of the Government who lure attempted to 
eTpaund it (and among the rest that 
moat competent gentleman who is at 
the head of the law department) 
we have nen-cr hoard a single individual apeak 
of it but n» an absurdity and an imponaibility. 
Mr. RoHEHTaow'* notions of free selection have 
found no response in the people. Those who 
are boacilly desirous of obtaining homesteads, 
are quite content to select them where they 
would be in pruaimity to a market, and where 
the land i» generally adapted to agricultural . 
purposes.. They hare no desire to go into the 
centre of a remote district, where pi* torsi pur- 
suit* only ore possible, and undar the pretence of 
making themselves a homestead, enter into the 
wild and lawless life of hunters and herdsmen. 
Thi-. however, will he shown when the Assem- 
bly shall meet. What the people want ia agri- 
cultural homea. with sumetent fracittriea for pas- 
ture to support the requirements of a farm. 

The concession proposed by Mr. Roiebtioh 
lo the cry for deferred payments will answer no 
purpose whatever. E ferry objection which 
oust* against deferred payment* — and they are 
many — remains in full aggravation, while the 
advantage* are minimised and the purchase em- 
barrassed by conditions whieh an totally in- 
consistent with the principles of political free- 
dom. Nothing is more notorious in this country 
than thai the condition* imposed by the Govern- 
ment a* to the cultivation and non - alienation of 
land were thtat evaded and then waived. It 
was found that every guarantee taken 
by the Government for the particular 
use of land, or ia restrict it* sale. 
1 ended to encourage all kinds of chicanery, 
dishonesty, and evasion, and that it entailed m 
many instances, consequences to palpably severe 



inet while they uphold their consistent!' as 
representative*. 

When, however, Mr. RoBt»mi>j( espresso 
his wtih for the abolition uf a second Chamber, 
it is useless lo hold a controversy with liim 
in reference to its proper t-oraposirion.

Tin; statements madi- by Mr. Q. I*. Ailev at 
the Land League llcfurm meeting deserve 
some attention. 

I ft reference to the complaint that Mr, Derby 
became the purchaser of land put up al auction, 
for or £fi per acre, a question nnscs of con- 
siderable moment lu the colony. Ucsidcs Ihe 
purchaser, there were many parties interested. 
Some man must have hid at least £6 Ida. 
What course ought ta be taken to arlntTSitr be- 
tween him and tile man «hobid;*ay) £4? And, 
then.whD i* to delemine how many steps there 
were between the upset price and the ulli mate 
price, nr how many partiea there were who stood 
as competitors for the land which Mr, Blast is 
said to have secured '■ 

It appears |o lu that the objection to auction, 
as founded upon this ease, cannot be removed, 
eacept by pretending lhat it is the duty nf the 
colony 81 large to sacrifice the entire amount 
betweon ihc price at which the hammer fell and 
the upset price. By supposing thai the last cam- 

Ctitor save one, Mr. HnanT, ought not to have 
d the land, we suppose that oil the earlier 
hid* ought also to have been rejected. Let it be 
diatioeUy observed that all between £1 and the 
£6 must have been lost by (he country had 
there been no auction system. 

And what became of this money whieh was 
paid to Mt. Ilaaai P In what way was it dis- 
posed of f For every two acres of bind pur- 
chased by Mr. Dibit at £6 per acre, we wore 
furnished wilh the menu lor hringing out a 
Colonist. We say, a colonist : for. hit it never 
be forgotten that more than half the population 
of this country have lueti introduced by tbe 
emigration funds, Whether it be desirable to 
continue this scheme or not. no man can deny 
that it is to this fund we owe not only 
the presence of labourer*, but also of 
thousands of peraens who are now 
in tli* condition of em]>loyer«. 

Supposing, however, the auction system were 
abandoned, by what means are we to 
detertnine to whom the land in special 
request is to 'ie assigned? In • country 
Ilka the neighbourhood of Shoafhaven we mutt 
auppoac thai the land li extremely deiirmble. The 
price it has fetched indicates this, because 
however true it may be that Mr. Bibhy has 
given more than tbe land ie worth, there must 
be others who would hare given nearly as much 
as Mr. Br.aar. There are ten persons de- 
sirous of having thi. land. Are they to 
draw foe it t By this mean* It might fall into 
tho hand* of n man who would imrnediitely dii- 
pose of it. and obtain a large earn of money for 
his purchase. It might fall to the lot of that 
class of colonists to whom the very form of a 
plough ia almost as mysterious a* the ttructi 
of a steam-engine. They would, of couth, not 
retain their purchase, but instantly hand it over 
to others, The effect, therefore, would be 
this,— that the person in whose favour tbe land 
was sold at a low fitted price would do precisely 
what the Government is forbidden to do, namely, 
offer it to the highest bidder : and the money 
which ought to go for the employment of labour 
tod for the construction of public work* would 
pass into the pocket of a man who, perhaps, so 
long as it tailed, would never strike a stroke. 

We repeat that we do not tay this is s sufficient 
reason why the present system should in all 
cases be preserved, nut it il only fur that ill 
these elements of the question should be 
truly stated to our reader*. Let not 
the supposed eoTetousnese of a landholder, or 
his superior power as a capitalist, divert at- 
tention from the true state of the question. The 
lands to be sold in the neighbourhood of Shoal- 
haven are the pnperty of the country. If 
they are loM be Sow their value, the money 
it sacrificed. They may be conferred 
upon the man who will improve or they may be 
bestowed upon a man who will sell them to Mr. 
Bimt. nextday.andcarryoffthe difference. It 
is clear that no nun would give tit pounds an 
acre, unless bereft of hit tenses, but under the 
supposition that it was to his advantage U. do so ; 
and whatever collateral consideration* may In- 
fluence the mind* of particular men in the pur- 
chase of land, we may be sure that the Anal 
object of land buyers, considered aa a body, it 
to make a profit, in which they must fail if the*/ 
capriciously and thoughtlessly aggravate the 
price. 

The proposition W check this monopoly of 
land, a* it is called, by taxation will be found to 



be, in prnctice, impossible. The municipal tu 
imtwaed by the mneinrettee of a dl.trict, and 
applied for local purpose*, i* entirrly con- 
sistent with (ifi)itical economy. It i* applied, or 
is intended to be applied, for the benefit of the 
neigh hourbood in which it is spent. The land, 
therefore, taxed, is. if not directly, yel indirectly, 
enhanced by the expenditure. Hut a tan be 
nosed for the purpose of preventing mmmpotv is 
impossjble many country ; it doe* notctisl even 
in America. Land held by private person* 
is liable to a tai because the American* carry 
the municipal system with them wherever thev 
go. A* soon a* a population is cullcctrd 
they impose their local burdens. Thev 
do so under an enlightened perception of the 
utility nf this course— that there is nothing more 
extravagant than the folly of Ihose wlm cling to 
batl roads, had streets, M[ l had police, in order 
to save themselves from tasnlton. Hut this 1as 
is nnl a condition upon which land is alienated ■ 
it is the concomitant of American civilisation. 
In reality, it cannol be called a tax in anv other 
sense than the bill of the fencer or the 
builder. If a man in the centre of civilijiation 
chooses lo leave his property unimproved he 
gets an advantage even by the rising of oil sur- 
rounding property. II e therefore pays his rates 
under lite calculation tit maybe a false one! 
that though at present he makes no profit 
upon htsnanoalmtllay, he shall oltiniatelv ihi so, 
llul nothing could be more absurd than fora filale 
to offer land for sale, and al the same time 
depress Its price by cnriimberifijr it with ia*a- 
Boa designed only to cheek its sale. It would 
be different, indeed, if ihc tax imposed were 
considered a* a rent. The holder of land 
from the Crown uoiild then be in the pos- 
session nf any other tenonl, and if he misina- 
nngc.l tie estate, lhat would he hi* look mil. 

We have already stated under what circum- 
stances we thtiuld think il at least idmiitible. 
lo offer land upon other than the present term*. 

It might be quite consistent with tnc public in- 
terest— to give a pre-emptive right to the Bjrri- 
t-ulturaUsi as we give il to the flora-masters : to 
permit tho exercise of ihal right to be deferred 
upon an nnnuol payment fur a lirense, and to 
restrict this form of occupation to new district* 
so that no injustice should be inflicted upon tftoso 
who have not unly purchased their land at a 
higher price, bul have espended ihcir cajiital in 
improving Ihu neighbourhood. We see no 
reasnn why the same advantages should not Le 
assigned to agriculturalists as are allowed to 
squatter,— nor have we any doubt that if the-e 
advantages were fully conceded all reasonable 
advocates for land reform would he fitllv 
satisfied. 

To a reduction in ihe np-el price of land we 
are decidedly opposed, for reasons which we 
slated months ago, snd which we shall slatt 
again. We are not quite sure that our views 
upon lh.it subject will be supiioncd by the 
Legislature, because it is perfectly clear Ihfti in 
the ranks of thi- Reform league there are many 
who are anxious to reduce the minimum price, 
and that they will have powerful allies in ano- 
ther class of capitalists and speculators whose 
interests the members uf the Land League 
have perhaps ao great disposition w promote.

scription of gramniai schools throughout the eountrv 
and in all dlatrirls. JDIiecrs.) Another iiucslian 
which created some little attention, hut not to a 
greot i-vtrnt. was that of State-aid fot religious 
purpoiies. He should advoeate the gradual with, 
lirawal of Strtte.aiLt, not fnrgotting at the same 
thu* tint lo press too hnrihiy no tht; r. resent 
recipients, and not fcu^tetting the just claim 
which religion hail on eocietv al wava, and in every 
way. ((."rie* of " Ho, no.") "He said the just claim 
of veli^ron cm society. (A voice : " There is no jiut 
claim.' '1 II* did not say religion had a trectdinr 
claim, but a Just claim on society. f5.fr. Morris j 
" We iliat'i want any teUgion.") The Junl chtjBI he 
meant was that it brought each of lh* denominations 
t o hia ;iei uliar chtireh. He waa an advocate of civil 
and teligiaua liberty to all inunta arid purposes, 
(Cuteftra.l He said he was for the withcira.i-ai of 
State-aid, nnd he must advocate that If he advocated 
cdvil.and religioui liberty ; because, how should they 
like lo pay for any- faith or denomination 
which Ihey did not belong tu and did not 
believe In, It was Wsuae they were csllod upon to 
pay fur a dimomination to which they belonged to, 
and Mill had to nay Sot othtn- denooiinationa, that he 
proposed th. snthdrawid of State-aid. Thcgrc.it 
politic al question of the day was with reference to the 
waste lands of lhe colony. 'Now thia subject had laeen 
Ventilated, and had been brought prominently forward 
hefiir* the country. This .ubjeet was mentioned in 
all Circles, and had been brought so much forword 
that everyone knew something of it.

With reference to the land question, 
he should advocate that the large blocks 
of land on navigable rivera, that large bunk* of 
alluvial land should be open for free selection , but it 
was a matter of question whether it should be, open to 
free selection, withnut comiierition. He said he 
should edvoeata free soleetioii" under these circnui. 
stances. They took a piece of ground, it should lie 
divided into, aay, twenty pieces, of not more than 1 tit) 
acre*. Now, suppose two or three parties squatted on 
the same place, then there would he tome dtlfieidtv as 
to who should possess it, and they might he vexed 
srtth proceeding, nt law to (trterntiite who the 
raece of land waa to belnua; to. He should 
propose, under these ciicumatiances, In lieu of 
having It decided by arbitration, to have the piece 
of land put up to public competition, and that ihould 
determine it. He would now make a avliswatioa 
which he thought waa n new one.

cause they were nt for nothing. At the expiration of 
two years, if thru portion of land which wa> not 
worth so inurh ui that taken up was not selecteil, let 
it be sold at a reducciiin of as pet cent., and if nt the 
expiration of another tiro took it was atill undis- 
posed tf, let it bo aold nt ifd per rent, TeduerLm ; and 
if after another year it waa nut thought iu" auffli ient 
value to ha taken,— tha: would be at the 
cxpirulion'of dve year*,— let It be taken.
